HUDSON = ‘I would like 
to propose an amendment 
to the motion that Mr, O’- 
Connell withdraw his resige 
nation and council defeat the 
motion unanimously. I'm 
proposing this amendment 
because Isincerely want Dan 
to remain as our chief ade 
ministrator, He has dise 
played his best interest for 
this town for 10 or 11 years 
and has proven tobe the best 
administrator we ever had, 
A unanimous vote would thus 
serve as a vote of confi-e 
dence, ’’ 


Separate School Eyeing 
Enrolment jump of 295 


St. Albert's No 6 school 
board received as informae 
tion, a report on enroll 
ments for the 1973274school 
year tabled by school supere 
intendent Elmer Gish, 

In his report, Mr, Gish 
revealed pupil enrolment as 
of May 31, 1973 stood at 
3,183, By using enrolment 
trends over the past two 
years as a guide plus a 
mysterious growth formula, 
Mr. Gish projected the Sept. 
enrolment at 3,478 students, 
a net increase over the May 


31 figure of 295 pupils, 

The board inquired of Mr, 
Gish if the present school 
facilities would accommo- 
date this increase in enrole 
ment and the answer was 
“yes, in view of two rooms 
in Mackenzie and one room 
each in Simpson, Rundle and 
Nickerson,’’ Mr, Gish pointe 
ed out that projected enrole 
ments could be handled adee 
quately for. the coming 
school term, ‘‘but next year 
we will surely have to bring 
in portable,'’ Mr, Gish cone 
eluded.

the holding of unnecess- 
ary ‘‘in camera,’’ or closed 
meetings; 

the nonerecording of votes 
in council (unless specific- 
ally requested by a particue 
lar member, ) 

Granted, closed meetings 
are sometimes necessary, 
as when confidential infor- 
mation is being discussed, 
but the indiscriminate mov- 
ing of meetings normally 
open to the public behind 
closed doors, and the con- 
sequent suppresion of legi- 
timate information and op- 
inions from the citizens 
leaves one with the impres- 
sion that councillors are 
perhaps less concerned with 
protecting private and cone 
fidential matters than with 
protecting their own image.

REFLECTS 


A lot of people are asking that question these days = 
oldtimers and residents who have lived here 4, 8, 12 
years, and have concerned themselves with community 
affairs and local government, 


Over the past year - and more particularly the last 
eight or nine months - the atmosphere in Town Council 
has changed and deteriorated, 


Formerly we had a situation where seven elected 
representatives met together in honest and opendiscuss~ 
ion and argument ~ all having the best interests of the 
town at heart, 


A situation has now developed in which the council 
chambers have become an arena where individual 
councillors wage their personal wars, In such a situa~ 
tion the affairs of the town are bound to suffer, and with 
the resignation of Chief Administrator Dan O’Connell, 
not only some councillors, but many citizens at large, 
have realized that a crisis has developed, 


It will indeed be very, very difficult to replace Mr, 
O’Connell = a man with exceptional administrative 
ability who also harboured, over all his 10 years here, 
a dream of what St, Albert could become, An imaginative, 
but realistic dream of a special kind of town that could 
develop as a model satellite to a big city, 


Carefully, carefully, did he labour to lay the corner- 
stones that would ensure that the dream could become 
a reality, Each year’s budget must have some money 
held in reserve, so that the town would have a cushion 
Would never again have to revert to new town status 
through inadequately financed growth, 


The major over-riding needs for adequate water supply - 
sewage disposal - street arteries - assessment and mill 


rate figures in a realistic perspective - These needs 
first, 


Year by year watchful consideration of newly developing 
areas, so that they would fit into the model satellite, 
where an alternative to big city living could be possible, 
Year by year extra money budgeted for parks and recrea- 
tion facilities so the needs of the residents could be met 
as they could afford them, 


Working for his goals Dan O’Connell worked hours upon 
hours of overtime, Hours that no one but a dedicated 
man would have considered, As he worked he won the 
respect and the affection of the staff at Town Hall, and 
the respect of his colleagues in administration positions 
in town, Probably with the exception of hospital admini- 
strator Clifford Keyes, one of the authors of the report 
on Preventive Social Services which was one of the 
final straws leading to Mr, O’Connell’s resignation, 


He saw the cornerstones continually weakened or re-' 
moved = and with them the disintegration of the dream 

and the futility of the work, His recommendations were 
often ignored and the built-in reserves were eroded for 


pani term considerations which lost sight of the overall 
goal, 


And when Council recently decided that the P.S,S, direc- 
tor deserved priority over the chief administrato 


r

cillor Hudson recognized his resignation as acrisis = 
Councillor de Bruijn did - Mayor Gibbon did, 


Councillor B2kker took the position that if ‘staff’ 
couldn’t take direction it was ‘Too bad,’’? When he 
called for the resignation of the mayor it was for 
certain a case of the pot calling the kettle black, Many 
is the time in council that Councillor Bakker has given 
‘staff’ the kind of sarcastic, cutting dig of which he is 
a master. Does he forget that staff are people = and 
that they may be as capable of competence and at 
times as capable of error as is a councillor? 


The mayor has been publicly criticized for an arrogant 
attitude, And arrogance - like sarcasm -is hard to take, 
If one man should resign, so should the other, 


Councillor de Bruijn - the other senior member, faced 
with the pot and the kettle can usually be depended upon 
for an independent and intelligent position, but perforce 
is influenced by a personality, if not a basic approach 
conflict with the mayor, 


Councillors Throndson and Fyfe appear solidly lined up 
behind Bakker, while Hudson and Lukay do not get in 
line consistently behind any of the senior, (in terms of 
length of office) members, Each can be counted on to 
move independently according to how he sees a motion, 
From the point of view of the public it is a sorry 
situation, made sorrier by the loss of a fine admini- 
strator. 


Perhaps what’s wrong with St, Albert canonlybe righted 
by a town election, with all seven seats on the line, 


There is jubilation in the camp of the vocal minority, 
over the resignation of Mr, O’Connell and the reinstate- 
ment of the PSS Director, But it is well that a process 
of polarization has begun, It is Time!

After this information was 
divulged, Councillor Myrna 
Fyfe commented that Mrs, 
Acker, as head of her de- 
partment, had a right to

“Her report was correct 
wasn't it?’’ asked Councillor 
Fyfe, Before Mayor Gibbon 
had a chance to reply Coune 
cillor John Bakker asked,

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members of council, ‘‘in- 
cluding the mayor,’’ Mr. 
Bakker concluded his com- 
ments by saying that Mayor

Farm Implement Complaint Service 


Re-issued from W, O, 
Klatt's office. 

If you have any complaints 
concerning warranty claims 
or difficulty obtaining im- 
plement parts, contact the 
Alberta Farm Implement 
Act administrator, 

The administrator and two 
inspectors were appointed 
last year to administer the 
act, to help farmers settle 
warranty claims, and to ob- 
tain emergency repairs, 
back-orders parts that are 
overdue and parts that are 
not available in this province 

The Alberta Farm Imple- 
ment Act states that every 
new farm implement sold in 
Alberta must have a warr- 
anty, The warranty ensures 
that the implement was pro- 
perly designed and cone 
structed and that it is cape 
able of performing in a Sate 
isfactory manner with reae 
sonable durability, The 
warranty period is cone 
sidered to start during the 
first season that the imple- 
ment would be used after it 


Was purchased, 

The Farm Implement Act 
also states that parts must 
be available for an imple- 
ment within a reasonable 
length of time for a period 
of 10 years after the date of 
purchase, 

In the case of a disagree- 
ment between a dealer and 
a purchaser regarding a 
warranty or the procure- 
ment of parts, the Farm 
Implement Act administra- 
tor will contact both parties 
and investigate the situation, 
If necessary, he will en- 
force the warranty. 

For your own protection, 
check and see whether the 
farm implement dealer you 
are planning to do business 
with has a license. All farm 
implement dealers in Alber- 
ta have to be licensed and 
are required to post a bond. 
This bond ensures that the 
dealer fulfills his obligae 
tions under the Farm Ime 
plement Act.

Livestock Products 
Act Amended 


Re-issued by W. O, Klatt's 
office, 

The Alberta Livestock and 
Livestock Products Act has 
been amended to clarify who 
is eligible to claim losses 
under the livestock patrons 
assurance fund, 

In addition to requiring 
an individual or company 
which deals in livestock to 
have a license and to be 
bonded, the Alberta Live- 
stock and Livestock Pro- 
‘ducts Act provides for a 
livestock patrons fund, This 
find is designed to come 
pensate 80 per cent of a 
livestock producer's loss in 
the event that a dealer goes 
bankrupt, Prior to the pree 
sent amendment, the connoe 


tation of the word “‘livee 
Stock'’ was open to inter- 
pretation. It could include 
bees, furbearing animals 
and poultry in addition to 
horses, cattle, sheep and 
swine. Now, livestock refers 
specifically to horses, cate 
tle, sheep and swine, which 
means that only producers 
of these animals are elige 
ible to claim losses from 
the livestock patrons fund. 

The amendment also 
states that a producer who 
does not receive payment 
from alivestock dealer must 
notify the Alberta minister 
of agriculture within 60 days 
of having sold the animals. 
Previously, he could claim 
on an unpaid account up to 
two years later.

It's that time of the year 
again when people begin to 
think of buying new cars, 
furniture and even houses, 
With a lot of purchases 
come contracts to be signed 
Signing your name to a 
contract is a simple task, 
Trying to break a contract 
is nearly impossible, 

Once you sign on the dotte 
ed line you're legally com- 
mitted, unless you're amine 
or, The seller is almost ale 
ways protected by a cone 
tract; you seldom are, so if 
you want to wiggle out ofa 
contract, you'll have to geta 
lawyer to help. 

That's why you must ale 
ways “Think before you ink,” 
Although you may not realize 
it, anything you sign ina 
business transaction could 
be a contract, Contracts can 
be represented as receipts, 
sales Slips, 
applications, deposits, and 
questionnaires, A_ paper 
doesn't have to be called a 
contract in order for it tobe 
one and it doesn’ have to 
look legal to be legal,

Especially the 
words in small print since 
they're the ones with teeth 
in them, If you are confused 
about certain words or phe 
rases, don’t sign a contract 
Get help from a lawyer or 
legal aid before obligating 
yourself, 

Pay attention to terms 
like ‘‘as is’’ and ‘‘guarane 
teed,’’ ‘As is’’ means there 
is no warranty on the proe 
duct and you accept it in the

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Morinville’s Frontier Daze

There were no facilities, 
it was rain, rain, and more 
rain, but the show went on, 
That’s how Morinville’s 
Frontier Daze began back 
in 1965, 

In five inches of rain, the 
parade moved down Morin- 
ville’s Grandin Avenue, On 
the Saturday afternoonthere 
were games etc., held inthe 
Recreation Centre, and, that 
night a big dance was well 
attended. Even though it 
should have been classed as 
“rained out,’’ it definitely 
was not, Everyone pitched 
in and made the best of 
things. Sunday afternoon was 
sunny, and games and con- 
tests were carried out inthe 
area to the east of the arena 
building, It was considered 
(by some) a ‘flop,’ but acte 
ually it was the very beginn= 
ing of something that has 
become, in eight short years 
a tradition in Morinville, 

Mr. Vince Curtis, the first 
president, who headed the 
organization from 1965 
through 1967 tells how the 
idea got started. 

Mr. Curtis was the pre- 
sident of the Morinville 
Beard of Trade at the time, 
and some of the member 
merchants suggested that 
“something be done to liven 
this town up!’ Years ago 
there was always a come 
munity picnic held on the 
Sunday honoring St, John 
the Bzptist, There would be 
ball games, races, and a 
huge picnic supper, ‘‘why not 
re-organize such a celee 
bration?’’ So this is how the

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idea originated, ‘Something 
to liven up the town,’ be- 
came ‘‘Frontier Daze,’’ and 
even though 1965 was a mild 
beginning, the ensuing years 
have indeed == livened up 
the town! 

During Frontier Daze 
1966 (the first year the name 
was actually used, and the 
first year that Father Pri- 
meau was manager) there 
was a Texas Bcerbecue on 
Saturday, and a Mulligan 
Stew on Sunday, The Knights 
of Columbus, who were acte 
ive in Morinville at that 
time, organized them both, 
For the Texas Barbecue it 
took 42 hours plus some, 
just to cook the meat in the 
huge pits, The Mulligan Stew 
was cooked in two kettles, 
each holding about 30 gall. 
ons, and stirred with large 
wooden paddles, The kettles 
are still on hand, by the 
way, but the Mulligan Stew 
is gone, 


PARA-=DROP 

That year one of the highe 
lights was a parachute drop 
by some experts from Na= 
mao, The Lions Club had two 
concession booths (each 
about 8’ x 10’) from which 
they sold hamburgers and 
hot dogs. Then there were 
a couple of ‘‘made-up’’ tiny 
booths from which various 
games were operated. The 
only ‘building’ was the Bande 
shell which had been con- 
structed for Frontier Daze, 
but the whole set-up had a 
carnival air about it. 

For Frontier Daze 1967 
there were three buildings 
which had been purchased 
and erected on, “the sports 
grounds’’ as set aside by the 
town, The buildings came 
by way of: one donated by 
the CWL; one purchased by 
Father Primeau, and one 
purchased by Frontier Daze, 
Erected in the form of an 
H-hut, with the kitchen in 
the middle, the buildings 
have been used for a num- 
ber of activities in the come 
munity, 1967 was the first 
year that a ‘Slave Auction’ 
was held and was the second 
year for the big ‘Street 
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Breakfast’’ complete with 
Stacks and stacks of pane 
cakes, 

Then in 1968 with Mr, 
Harry White as president 
and Father Primeau in his 
third year as manager, 
Frontier Daze had the first 
Beer Garden in Alberta, 
They say that the inspece 
tors spent the whole day 
that Saturday just keeping 
a close eye on the operae 
tion, We can only presume 
that Frontier Daze passed 
with flying colors since 
Place Pigale (the Beer Gare 
dens) goes into operation 
this year for the sixth time. 

It was in 1968, and ex= 
pressly for Place Pigale, 
that the Gold Rush Kickers 
were formed, They too, have 
been a ‘regular’ with Fron= 
tier Daze, 

International Foods were 
introduced that same year, 
with German, French and 
Ukrainian favorites being 
served from The Interna- 
tional Building as it is now 
called. International Foods 
is still one of the highlights 
of the two-day celebration. 

By the time Frontier Daze 
1969 came along there had 
been many improvements 
made at ‘the grounds,’ Bae 
throom facilities had been 
installed in the arena, and 
water and sewer services 
installed in the buildings. 


INSTANT HIT 

The demolition track had 
been laid out and in 1969 
the very first demolition 
derby was held. It was, of 
course, an instant hit and 
continues to be run each 
year during Frontier Daze, 

Local ladies had volun- 
teered their time and enere 
gy to paint the buildings, 
Every day, winter and sum- 
mer visitors to Morinville, 
as well as just passers-by 
can’t help but notice the 
brilliantly colored build- 
ings, the site of Frontier 
Daze. 

It was in 1970 that Fron- 
tier Daze, with Octave Him= 
schoot as president, and Fa= 
ther Primeau still the mane 
ager, became a Society une 
der the Societies Act, in 
order to protect the meme 
bers. That year, with the 
sports grounds fenced, and 
the construction of the cir- 
cular building completed, 
Frontier Daze again met 
with rain, but all went ahead 
as planned, The candied ap- 
ples were a little sticky and 
the candy floss melted in 
the drizzle, but the crowd 
was good and everyone took 
it all in, 

1971 saw Pete Gibeault as 
president, and Frontier 
Daze Association in co-ope 
eration with the Morinville 
Community Sports Associa- 
tion had paved the arena 
floor, That year the Place 
Pigale was held in the arena 
for the first time with addie 
tional and almost continuous 
entertainment, 

The race track had also 
been constructed, so for the 
first time, Chuckwagon and 
Chariot races were held, 
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These additional thrills and 
spills went over well and 
the crowds were bigger and 
better than ever, 

It was in 1971 that the 
feature baseball game be= 
tween the Provincial and 
the Local Government was 
originated, The Morinville 
Pillars are as strong now as 
they were then! 

With Father Primeau in 
his seventh year as manae 
ger, and Pete Gibeault in 
his second year as president 
the 1972 Frontier Daze was 
moved ahead a week, but had 
to be postponed again due to 
rain, On the St, John The 
Baptist weekend it rained 
again, but many of the acte 
ivities went on as planned, 

During the year much ad-
